Tally falls nearly along party 
lines as Romney breaks with 
Republicans, votes to convict

WASHINGTON » President Donald 
Trump won impeachment acquit- 
tal Wednesday in the U.S. Senate, 
bringing to a close only the third 
presidential trial in American 
history with votes that split the 
country, tested civic norms and 
fed the tumultuous 2020 race for 
the White House. 

With Chief Justice John Rob- 
erts presiding, senators sworn 
to do “impartial justice” stood 
at their desks to state their votes 
for the roll call — “guilty” or “not 
guilty” — in a swift tally almost 
exclusively along party lines. Vis- 
itors, including the president’s 
allies, watched from the crowded 
gallery. Roberts read the dec- 
laration that Trump “be, and is 
hereby, acquitted of the charges.” 

A majority of senators ex- 


pressed unease with Trump’s 
pressure campaign on Ukraine 
that resulted in the two articles 
of impeachment. But two-thirds 
“guilty” votes would have been 
needed to reach the Constitu- 
tion’s bar of high crimes and mis- 
demeanors to convict and remove 
Trump from office. The final tal- 
lies fell far short. 

On the first article of impeach- 
ment, abuse of power, the vote 
was 52-48 favoring acquittal. The 
second, obstruction of Congress, 
also produced a not guilty ver- 
dict, 53-47. 

Only one Republican, Mitt 
Romney of Utah, the party’s de- 
feated 2012 presidential nominee, 
broke with the GOP. 

Romney choked up as he said 
he drew on his faith and “oath 
before God” to vote guilty on the 
first charge, abuse of power. He 
voted to acquit on the second.

Social services, economic 
development leaders out 


No reason given for 
departure of Sarah 
Mack and Rob Field

The leaders of two of River- 
side County departments are 
out, a county spokeswoman con- 
firmed Wednesday. 

No explanation was given for 
the departures of Sarah Mack, 
the Department of Public So- 
cial Services director/assistant 
county executive officer, and 


executive officer who oversaw 
the county’s Economic Develop- 
ment Agency. Tuesday was their 
last day, county spokeswoman 
Brooke Federico said. 

Mack’s departure marks the 
second leadership change at the 
social services department since 
September 2018 when Susan Von 
Zabern left. The agency’s child 
protective services unit has been 
heavily criticized in recent years. 

It’s not clear whether Mack or 
Field resigned, retired or were 
fired. New social services and 
economic development direc- 
tors “will be named soon,” Fed- 
erico said via email. She declined 
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
